DEATH FROM 
SCURVY 

ONE of the HHWt startling news items 
in a long while was an announcement 
by the superintendent of the Royal Alex- 
andra Hospital for Children, Sydney. 

This was that a baby had died from 
scurvy. 

The baby was dead on arrival at the 
hospital. Three other infants were ad- 
TTutled suffering severely from the disease. 

The death of a child is always a pri- 
vate grief, But this fatality must cause 
publk dismay. 

In thoe days of baby health centres 
and pre-natal and post-natal care, scurvy 
is regarded by most people as an archaic 
disease. 

It has an ujsodatinn with the British 
Navy under sail in the 19th century — 
Bligh and all that. 

Most people attribute the dozen or so 
mild cases that occur in various districts 
each year to young mothers' ignorance 
of the fact that orange juice in the best 
scurvy preventive. 

Bui igjujrance hen noi been blamed 
this time. The outbreak hits been linked 
with the higk price of fruit. 

Whde growers, agents, and retailers are 
wasting time blaming each other — and 
occasionally the transport system — for the 
high prices, those prices are Rill rising. 

Added to them now is the high cost of 
this child's life — and perhaps others.

ing, HOI only did he rnmidcr 
and lovr and acquire trail 
silvery trinkrll 1 humble grass 
Slrms, as he termed Ibem, in 
thr garden of hiirnan beauty), 
not only had he travelled far 
and wide, and risked death 
many times, hr knew music as 
well 

Probably hr knew more about 
music than anyone Lnas hod 
rver met And Russian medi- 
eval history, too.
